Mobile Food Hub 

A new Mobile Food Hub, funded by the 
District Council and run by not-for-profit 
organisation, Hope CIC, is being launched to 
further support communities during the cost 
of living crisis. 

Fresh produce and essential items, some of 
which will be free and others at below retail 
price, will be brought directly to villages 
around South Cambridgeshire to help people 
with rising food prices. It is the first service 
of its kind in the district. 


The initiative was launched amid 
figures from the Consumer Prices 
Index in April which showed food 
shopping bills have risen by almost 
20% in the last year. 


The Mobile Food Hub visits 

Papworth, Orchard Park and Duxford 

weekly, with further locations to be 
confirmed. 


Often the biggest barrier to setting up a 
foodbank or food hub is a permanent 
location to store food between opening 
hours. By centralising storage, this allows 
more villages to have access to this service 
and reduces food waste as any excess food 
can be used the following day. 


Any resident struggling with increasing 
costs, including those who live outside of 
these villages, can access this Mobile Food 
Hub by turning up on the day. No vouchers 
or referrals are needed.
